tion of Chief Defense Counsel Ed- 
ward J. Reilly who argued is In- 
nocent and asked acquittal in a 
four hour address yesterday. 


Space was at a premium a half 


hour 
and 
longer 
before 
court 


convened. 
Hauptmann and the jury arriv- 


ed in court at the same time. Lat- 
er Associate Defense Counsel C. 
Lloyd Fisher spoke encouragingly 
to him. 
Court Convened at 10:01 
Justice Thomas W. Trenchard 


arrived, went into Ms chambers 
and donned his robes. 


Court convened at 10:01 a. m. 
Wilentz then turned to'the jury. 
"You men and women who have 


been with us all these days have 
bean patient," he .opened. 


"If there is a clamor for the 


life of this man, as indicated by 
my delightful adversary, it comes 
not from you or me, but from 
the evidence, Wilentz asserted. 
Mrs. Hauptmann 
came 
into 


court and sat near her husband 
just before Wilentz began. 
"If there is such a clamor from 


the American people, as my adver- 
sary says, the American people 
aren't swayed as easily as all that. 
There must be a good basis for 
it, but after 
all you are 
the 


judges," he declared. 


He spoke quietly of his entrance 


into the case last Octaber when 
Hauptmann was extradited to New 
Jersey. The more he had worked 
on the case, the further the trial 
progressed, the more he said, he 
was convinced he was pursuing 
"a righteous and proper course." 
Quotes Blblo Also. 


He referred to Reilly's admoni- 


tion to the jury to "judge not, 
lest ye be judged" and said the 
defense chief had overlooked the 
other Biblical text, "and he that 
kllleth any other man shall be 
put to death." 


His voice started rising. 
"For all these months since last 


September nothing has come td 
the surface that indicates any oth- 
er culprit but the defendant, Bru- 
no Richard Hauptmann," ha de- 
clared. 


"'Every avenue of evidence," he 


asserted, "leads to the same door 
—Bruno Richard Hauptmann.' 


Wilentz said he felt his respon- 


sibility and had "lost more weight 
in this case than this defendant." 


He declared he did not seek a 
task of prosecuting a man for 
murder but circumstances precip- 
itated him into the case. 


He recognized his duty and re- 


sponsibility, he said, and could 
not be intimidated by the defense 
suggestion that years hence some- 
c.ie else might come forward and 
confess. 


Asked to Do Duty. 


The jury, he 
went 
on, 
was 
"serving this county, serving this 
state and serving the country." 


"We ask you to do your duty," 
he said. 


"You 
can't 
compromise 
with 


murder or murderers. 


"We ask for conviction of mur- 


der In the first degree. 


Reilly's assertion, he sajd, that 


the jury must determine Haupt- 
mann did the kidnaping alone was 
not the law. 


The law, Wilentz went on, would 


suupport 
Hauptmann's guilt, if 


there were many persons involv- 
ed. 


"Let the defense bring in the 
dead body of Violet Sharpe and 
lay it beside him, let them bring 
in the grave of Isador Fisch, and 
still he would be guilty," he as- 
serted. 


Pie swung a gesture toward the 


defense table, and leaned forward 
confidentially to the attentive ju- 
rors. 


All Believe Him Guilty. 


"There is nobody at that table 


who dosen't believe he is guilty. 
I don't care .what they say," he 
said. 
.... 


The attorney 
general 
spoke 


again of Reilly's reputed efforts 
to implant doubts in the minds 
of "one', only one juror" so that 
mercy would be recommended. 


"He 
wants to raise a question 


which one of you cannot answer 
and thereby engender a doubt." 


He glanced toward 
the 
pale 


Hauptmann and gestured, "right 
there he sits, the man who can 
answer all. the questions." 


"He's cold. Yes, he's cold. But 


he'll be thawed out when he hears 
that switch," he sneered. 


He turned next to the facts con- 


corning the death of the child and 
denied as the defense charged that 
the state must prove the baby was 
killed in East Amwell (Hopewell) 
township. 


Such was not the case, he in- 


formed the jury. 


"Is he the fellow who went into 


i.iat room and took that child? 
Thiits all you have to decide," 
Wilentz shouted. 


Discusses Evidence. 


The tense little attorney began 


the 
discussion

evidence. 
The conception of such a crime, 


he said, was almost unbejievable 
but it had occurred. 


He reviewed the saga of Col 


Lindbergh, the flight to Paris, the 
marriage into the Morrow family 
and the bi'-th of the child. 


"The most

Aiiipriffin gangster wouldn't take 
that child, Wilentz declared. 


"It had to be a fellow who had 


ice water in his veins. 
It had 


to be a fellow who thought he 
was bigger than Lindy, an ego 
maniac, a fellow who was secre- 
tive." 
"It had ti be a fellow Who 
liked to see his name screaming 
across newspaper headlines." 


Hauptmann eat motionless, star- 


ing at Wilentz during the caustic 
attack. 


"It had to be the type of man 


who in Germany when he bur- 
glarized chose the 
Burgomaster 


and the leading citizens of his 
town," he said. 


Picks Prominent Victims. 


"There is something in the men- 


tal makeup of the man that when 
he did burglarize, he had to pick 
on someone who was respected 
and prominent." 


He 
paused 
momentarily 
and 
then shouted: 


"The police of New York and 


New Jersey and the federal po- 
lice have at last found this—this 
animal.1' 


He flung his arm toward the 
defendant. 


"This animal," he shouted, "pub- 


lic enemy No. 1 of this world, 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann. 


"We've found him and he's here 


for your judgment." 


Hauptmann blinked arid flush- 
ed. 


"Chief counsel for the defense 
says our case is too perfect,' he 
went on. 


'How do they attack our case? 
They attack the integrity 9f men 
of reputation some sixty and sev- 
enty years of age, sworn to do 
their duty." 


Tarred With Same Stick.

Judge George K. Large. 


Wilentz asked 
Col.' Schwartz- 
kopf to stand. 


The head of the state police 
stood, while Wilentz asked if he 
looked like a "crook." 


Schwartzkopf had pursued many 


leads 
in the 
crime 
before 
he 


brought the evidence in against 
Hauptmann, Wilentz said. 


Inspector Henry D. Bruckmann 
' An honorable man," said Wil- 


of the Bronx police, stood up next, 
entz, ridiculing: the suggestion of 
Reilly yesterday that Bruckmann

home.

next while Wilentz inquired if he 
did not appear to be a man of 
honor. 


The state police photographer, 
Corporal George G. Wilton, Wll- 
ents went on, was asasiled by the 
defense with the implication that 
he had put nail holes in the kid- 
nap ladder rail and taken pictures 
"within the past 48 hours."

Koehler Defended. 


He spoke of Arthur J. Koehler, 
the states wood expert, who Reil- 
ly said was looking for advance- 
ment. 


"He must have been looking for 


advancement. 
He who went up 
and

country tracing 
lumber, tracing it finally to the 
Bronx." 


Wilentz turned to Gen. John F. 


O'Ryan, former 
police commis- 


sioner of New York, who the de- 
fense charged had resigned "for 
a reason." 


"We had 
to 
bring

O'Ryan 
here 
after 
Hauptmann 


testified. 
He told him that he 


more money after his arrest," 
Wilentz explained. 


He spoke of Kalbert S. Os- 


born, the first state handwriting 
expert. 


"A man 80 years old," h'e de- 
clared, "and they want to drag 
him down in the gutter beside 
Hauptmann." 


Handwriting Kxperts. 


He cited the 
production

handwriting experts for the state 
from widelv separated parts

the country to examine the ran- 
som note handwriting. 


"From 
San 
Francisco.

Washington," he asserted, "from 
the federal government, they came 
and all said 'Hauptmann. Haupt- 
mann'." ' 


Wilentz attacked 
the 
defense 


len of lack of money. 
"I think they've got lots of 
money," he shouted. "Money from 
cranks, fools, all over the coun- 
try." 


Reilly, he declared, had a rep- 


utation of representing more crim- 
inals than any other lawyer in 
New York. 


He turned (o the implications 


of guilt against "Red" Johnson. 


Red Johnson, said Wilentz. had 


long since been exonerated of any 
connection with the case. 
Flsch's Relatives. 


Referring to the defense criti- 
cism that he spent state 
funds 
to bring to this country Fisch's 
relatives and the nurse who at- 
tended him in his last illness. Wi- 
lentz said it was not necessary to 
bring them to this country, but 
he wished to have them ready to 
meet any defense attack. 


Colonel Lindbergh 
and 
Mrs. 


Morrow had not been "entirely 


spared" by Reilly, Wilentz went 
on."He didn't call them liars," wil- 
entz said, "but he said they might 
be mistaken.' 


Wilentz urged the jurors not to 


believe the defense "hokum'. 
Swinging back to Violet Sharpe 


Wilentz said that not only Mrs. 
Morrow, but four other witnesses 
spoke of being with Violet Sharpe 
on the kidnap night when de- 
fense witnesses said she was in 
New York. 


"But they were wrong, too. But 
they weren't ex-convicts, no idiots 
no lunatics," he said sneerlngly. 


'Another Defense Feature. 
He spoke scathingly of another 
feature of the defense case. 
"Every woman who came here 
to this court has been charged 
with seeking a movie contract," 
he charged. 


The 
unexplained footprint 
In 
St. Raymond's cemetery was dis- 
cussed next. 
' 
"We had it," the attorney gen- 
eral declared, "ready for produc- 
tion any time the defense want- 
ed it." , 
The 
phonograph 
record 
was 
available, too, hn said, but had 
not been requesfe'd, by the de- 
fense.' 


Wilentz began 
to recite 
con- 
versations from the record and 
Reilly jumpe'd up protesting that 
nothing was in evidence so sup- 
port such a discussion. 
Justice 
Trenchard 
permitted 


Wilentz to go on. 
The 
state, Wilentz explained, 


didn't produce the -footprint be- 
cause it had been discovered four 
days after the ransom payment. 
Reviewed Story of Kidnaping. 
The record reviewed the story 


of the kidnaping, Wilentz declar- 
ed, and the defense did not want 
it. 


Wilentz spoke of his own ap- 
pearance in the case. 
Col Lind- 
bergh, he said, could have had 
the best prosecutor in the cuno- 
try but he chose to follow the 
ordinary course of law and or- 
der. 


He spoke feelingly of the quiet 
way Lindbergh had sat through- 
out the trial so closely to Haupt- 
mann. 


Returning to 
defense charges 


Wilentz observed Irionically. "they 
say every suspect 
in 
this case 


should have been checked." 
The servants of the Lindberghs 


and their relatives 
had 
been 


checked from time of the kid- 
naping to the day of the trial for 
any possible connection with the 
crime, he said. 
Dr. John F. Condon and 
his 


family, too, had been 
watched, 
Wielntz continued. 


"The defense asks .where is the 
box (in which the ransom money 
was given to the collector?" Wil- 
entz went on, 


"Ask Hauptmnan." ' 
Hauptmann* Limp. 


Next he went into the' testimony 


of Hauptmann's 
neighbor, 
Mrs. 
Achenbach, who told how Haupt- 
mann had a limp the day after 
the kidnaping. 


Then he commented on the de- 
fense incredulousness that a man 
with an injured ankle could not 
jump from a 9 foot cemetery wall 
during the ransom negotiations. 
"But that," he reminded them, 
"wag 10 or 11 days later 
And 
Hauptmann wasn't so badly hurt 
that he couldn't walk.' 
Ho called their attention to the 
cemetery fence episode. "It would 
not take an athletic 
gentleman 


like Mr. Hauptmann, and not a 
consumptive like Isador Rlsch." 


The defense had inquired, he 
went on, 'why Col. Lindbergh did 
not tear the ransom 
collector 
"limb from limb". 
"Col. Lindbergh wanted his baby 


back," Wilentz explained. "Then 
he wanted the kidnaper appre- 
hended by the police. I'm sorry 
we didn't proceed as the defense 
wanted us to.' ' 
"Every government agent,' he 
argued, "every police officer, ev- 
ery scintilla of evidence pointed 
to Hauptmann. 
Nothing Pointed to Dead Girl. 
"We might like to bring in 
Violet Sharpe as an accomplice 
but nothing pointed to that dead 
girl.' 


There had been plenty of op- 
portunity, he reasoned, while the 
child was in Englewood and Col- 
onel and Mrs. Lindbergh were on 
flights Tor either Betty Gow or 
Violet Sharpe to aid in' a kidnap- 
ing. 


"Don't get the feeling," he urg- 


ed, "that 
either one 
of these 


girls had anything to do with it. 
There is no such evidence and 
you would never forgive your- 
selves." 


The Lindbergh 
butler, 
Ollle 


Whatciey, too, he went on, had 
been brought into the case by 
the defense. 
There was nothing 


to connect the dead servant with 
the crime, he asserted, but "Mrs. 
Whateley had to be crushed with 
the others." 


He told the jury vigorously that 


every person had been investigat- 
ed and vindicated, and that the 
Lindberghs and Morrows Believed 
in the honesty of the servants. 


"No chisel of Betty Gow was 


found on the estate." he said. 


"No ransom note in her hand- 


writing or that of any other ser- 
vant was found in the nursery. 
No, it was Hauplmann. 


"No ransom money was found 
in their 
garages." 


Recess Called. 


Wilentz. as the times for a ro- 
ccss arrived, summed up the at- 
tack on the servants. 


Justice Trenchard called a re- 
cess upon Wilentz's suggestion. 
Wilentz walked quietly over to 


the jury box when court resumed 
and apologized for the 
way 
he 


was trespassing on their patience 
before he resumed his summation. 


"Let me suggest to you this 
point that the state does not have 
to prove every fact that it al- 
leges. 
That's a joke. 
Just be- 


cause we allege one fact, we don't 
have to prove every fact to con- 
vict this man." he said. 


"The taking of a life," tho at- 


torney general wont on, "has al- 
ways been considered the most 
serious crime but it would sink 
into insignificance 
if 
this man 


were acqutted and 
allowed to 
roam the streets again, making 
women 
in their home shudder 
again." 


Wilentz leaned over the table. 
"Counsel says we've got to place 
Hauptmann in that nursery,1" he 
said. 


"Sure, we have to place him In 


that room, and when I get through 
re-enacting this crime, you'll be 
convince^ that he was in 
that 
room. 


Don't Have to Prove It. 


"We don't have to prove it by 


someone who sat there and watch- 
ed him, we don't need a moving 
picture of it." 


If Hauptmann's criminal record 


had been available in this country, 
Wilentz declared, the alien would 
have been arrested for the crime 
in six months. 


"But he is no more representa- 


tive of Germany than the Italian 
who assassinated Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago was represen- 
tative of Italy." 


"Here's 
where 
the 
American 


people were up against something 


in this gentleman," 
the attack 
continued. 
"The spelling of 'ouer,1 the di- 


mensions of the box.' They knew 
it was a German and probably a 
carpenter. 
They knew it was a 
clever criminal, but 
there was 


nothing in the records. 
Even his 
sister in California .ddn't know 
where he was." 


Wilentz gave an explanation of 
why the child didn't cry. 


"He crushed that child right 
in that room into insensibility. 
That's why there was no outcry," 
he said. 


"Life meant nothing to him." 
"Public Enemy No. 1 of the 
world," Wilentz shouted, his words 
choking in his throat. 
Wilentz 
ridiculed 
the 
defense 


theory the beer stein in the win- 
dow recess would have been dis- 
turbed by the kidnaper. 


He produced the suit case on 
which the criminal was supposed 
to have stepped coming in the 
nursery window. The defense sug- 
gested it would have been crush- 
ed by his foot. 


Stands on Suitcase. 


Wilentz dropped the case to the 
floor and stood on it. 


"Crush it?" he asked. "I weigh 
160 pounds." 


"Now there has been a lot of 


talk about the bungling of the- 
state 
police. 
Theyre 
human. 


They're ordinary beings," he said. 


"Supposing there was bungling. 


If there was, it was so before 
Hauptmann's arrest. This bungling 
doesn't r feet him." 


"The whole world hasn't turned 


crooked because of Hauptmann. 
"That defense table hasn't got a 


monopoly on honesty and truth. 
Not by a long shot." 


"All this bungling they talk of 


—that doesn't relieve the defend- 
ant who is guilty of murder." 


"The defense says Dr. Condon 


was always alone," the prosecutor 
went on, turning to the implica- 
tions of Reilly's summation that 
the ransom intermediary was In- 
volved in the crime. 
Mrderei. and kidnapers don't 


deal with intermediaries In pub- 
lic, Wilentz reasoned. 


Wilentz Defends Condon. 


The kidnaper picked two cem- 
eteries on opposite sides of his 
home to deal alone with Dr. Con- 
don, he asserted. 


"That's why Dr. Condon was 
alone," he declared. 


The attorney general 
referred 


next to the defense question as 
to what happened to the second 
thumbguard the baby wore on the 
kidnap night. 


"Unfortunately," he said, "I can- 


not make answer. I do not know 
were it is, 


"But that gentleman over there 
between the guards, he can tell 
yo where it is. He knows." 


The testimony of the taxi driver 
Joseph Perrone, who carried a 
ransom note to Condon, was at- 
tacked by the defense as "trash," 
Wilentz recalled. 


Perrone's description of the man 


who handed him the note, was 
given to the police, he pointed 
out, long before Hauptmann's ar- 
rest. 


"Muddy—blond hair. 
About 5 


feet nine. Muscular-athletic" Wil- 
lentz recited Perrone's description 
to show a similarity to 
Haupt- 
mann. 


Attorney Becomes Caustic. 
He was caustic as he spoke of 


Reilly's charges that the treasury 
agents in the case testified be- 
cause they became interest"! in 
•the case at the start. 


Their original interest, 
Reilly 


charged, was becase they thought 
U. S. Senator Dwight W. Morrow 
would be president some day and 
rewari them. 


"Why," 
shouted the 
attorney 


general, "Senator Morrow died in 
October, 1931, months before the 
kidnaping. 


"That's typical of their case." 
"I think," said Wilentz, "that 


when defense counsel talked 
to 


Colonel Lindbergh at the end of 
his summation yesterday, it was 
an apology." 


Wilentz referred to Reilly's 1m- 


placation that Colonel Lindbergh's 
hearing had been impaired by the 
roar of airplane motors. 


Wilentz told how Lindbergh was 


tense and listening at the ceme- 
tery when ho heard Hauptmann's 
voice.

insignificant," he said. 
.Describes Llnubergh.'g Emotions 


"This was the greatest moment 


in his life. He was to get his 
baby hack."

"When men commit crimes," the 


attorney general asserted, "they 
don't take moving picture cam- 
eras.

Brooklyn cabaret man who testi- 
fied for the defense that Fisch 
was the man at the cemetery on 
the ransom night. 
Wilentz was never more scorn-

"Condon risked his life for Col. 


Lindbergh," said Wilentz, speak- 
ing of the dangers the Jafsie 
risked In his contacts with the 
kidnaper.

The missing men, 
for 
whom

Saw' Disaster From Afar. 


. 
One eye-witness account of the 
disaster was available even before 
the men landed. 
It came from 
Harry Miller, aasbistant lighthouse 
keeper at the Point Sur light- 
house. 
"I was watching the Macon 


through field glasses," 
he said. 
"It was shortly after 5 o'clock, I 
think, and still light. 


"Suddenly the ship's nose point- 
ed downward." 
(This must have 


been Miller's mistake, for navy 
accounts said the nose went up- 
ward as the lifting cells astern 
burst.) 
, "That 
was 
surprising. 
I never seen her act like that be- 
fore. 


"Then what looked like the top 
Stabilizer broke off and plunged 
down, crazy-like. 
It clipped 
off 
tibovl three-fourths 
of the top 


front 
canvas, leaving the bars 


frame. 
I happened to have my 
glasses trained on that one spot 
when the stabilizer broke loose. 
Disappeared in Clouds. 
"With her stern ripped the Ma- 


ieon started to rise and soon dis- 
appeared in the clouds.

she disappeared, though, she turn- 
ed west, then south, as if they 
were having a hard time steering 
her.

Under his orders the unman- 
ageable 
dirigible 
landed, stern 


first, on the water 10 miles off 
Point Sur. 
She sank almost im- 


mediately but her crew had taken 
to rubber lifeboats and all but two 
men were picked up bv the cruis- 
ers Richmond, Concord and Cin- 
cinnati. 


The exact fate of the two miss- 
lhg"men—Radioman Ernest Dailey 
of North Bend. Ore., and Florenti- 
ne Edquiba. Filipino mess 
ser- 


geant—like the-cause of the,buz-st- 
ing cells, was not determined. 
Dailey presumably broke his back 
In a 125 foot leap from the ship 
before it landed. 
Edquiba was 
last seen aboard. 
In the faint hope of finding 


them alive, a cruiser division and 
the criuser Milwauilr* were di- 
rected to continue searching the 
waters off Point Sur until noon. 
. Two injured men will be taken 
off the rescue cruisers by ambu- 
lances, although their hurts are 
not serious., The message request- 
ing ambulances as a precaution- 
ary measure did not identify the 
pair but previously Boatswain's 
Mate P. M. Jackson was reported 
internally injured. 


No Salvage Possible.

Sur told of seeing the airship sud- 
denly sink and then rise rapidly 
and disappear from sight so that 
he could not see in through the 
fog even with powerful glasses. 


Simultaneously Wiley sent out 
his only SOS reporting the ship 
was "falling." 


Naval craft in the immediate 


vicinity headed at once for the 
Macon's position, and Admiral J. 
M. Reeves, commanding the fleet 
maneuvers, took charge of all 
air lines to direct the sea.cn. 


Thirty boats in the area, most- 


ly fighting craft steaming for San 
Francisco Bay, turned to her aid. 
Six Coast Guard cutters were 


ordered to put out from various 
California ports—the 
Calypson, 
Tahoe, Shawnee, Ariadne, Perseus 
and Hermes. 


All hands in the Mare Island 


navy yard in San Francisco Bay 
were ordered to stand by. 
The 
Red Cross directed nearby agen- 
cies to be ready to lend aid. The 
nava] hospital ship Relief was or- 
dered to speed to the scene from 
Southern California. 
The ability of the navy to mass 
so much aid immediately was im- 
pressive, but such ample help was 
unneeded. 


Three ships breaking from the 


column of cruisers, with the aid 
of their powerful searchlights and 
calcium flares let off by the Ma- 
con quickly picked up the 81 sur- 
vivors. The Richmond took aboard 
64, the Concord 11 and the Cinci- 
natti 6. 


After a futile search of the dark 
waters for the two missing men, 
they continued to San Francisco. 


President Roosevelt, as soon as 
he heard of the disaster, phoned 
the naval communications head- 
quarters to obtain first hand in- 
formation of the Macon's casualty. 


As messages relating 
to the 
crash flashed 
into the 
capital, 


these were quickly relayed to the 
president's desk. The chief execu- 
tive was known to be relieved that 
the casualty list, if any, would be 
small. 


Former President Herbert Hoov- 
er received the startling 
news 


while he was attending: a Lincoln 
Day dinner in New York. 


"This is very sad news indeed," 


said the former president. 
"The 


Macon was launched during my 
administration and I hope that 
all of those aboard are alive and 
safe." 


Hardly had reports of the disas- 
ter reached the capita] than con- 
gressional leaders intimated the 
tragedy might provide the answer 
—"No!"—to the question of 
the 
practicability 
of lighter-than-air 


craft for naval scouting purposes. 
The Macon crash prbbably has 


sounded the "death knell" of air- 
ships for the navy, unless investi-

Wives and naval officers not 


aboard 
the dirigible hurried to 


the Macon's home port at Sunny- 
vale, only 65 miles from the ocean 
grave of the "Queen of the Skies," 
to await anxiously the brief re- 
ports of the disaster and rescue. 


The aerial beacon which nor- 


mally would have welcomed 
the 
Macon home within an hour, turn- 
ed on automatically even as the 
craft sank into the sea. 
Wiley's Second Escape. 
It was Lieut-Commander Wi- 


ley's second close escape 
from 
death in a disaster to a huge navy 
dirigible. Wreckage and his abil- 
itjyas a swimmer were credited 
with being among the three sur- 
vivors of the Akron disaster. 


Commander Wiley's previous ex- 


perience and his intimate knowl- 
edge 
of lighter-than-air 
craft, 


doubtless played a large part in 
preventing a heavy loss of life 
last night. 


While he was giving orders in 
an attempt to save the ship 
he 
messaged: 


"Will abandon ship as soon as 
we land on water, somewhere 
within 20 miles of Point Sur about 
10 miles at sea." 
. He directed his 
maneuvering 


successfully to bring his charge 
down near the line of battle cruis- 
ers. 


Earlier in the day the Macon 
had trouble bucking a wind of 
near gale force along the Santa 
Barbara channel, but this appar- 
ently was not regarded as an 
omen of disaster. While attempt- 
ing to head north, she was driven 
80 miles to the southwest, observ- 
ers along the channel reported. 


The other 7,000 hours aloft of 
the Macon, almost identical with 
the Akron's hours in the air had 
been without untoward incident.

Life's loyalties grade in this or- 


der: first, to God;

try. 


These three are inextricaBly in- 


terwoven. Thus, the person who 
is loyal to God—to his highest 
perceptions of truth, duty and 
destiny—cannot be disloyal to his 
country or to his home. And who- 
ever is disloyal to his home or 
country is thereby 
disloyal to 


God. 
Me may 
catalogue 
life's 


major 
loyalties 'as three, but 


they are really one. 


It is significant that in these 


troubled times the agitators who 
seek to supplant patriotism, 
to 


overthrow nationalism and to de- 
ride fidelity to the country, are 
the very ones who, following the 
Russian 
example, disavow 
God 


and regard the ties of marriage 
and home -lightly. 


Piety and patriotism have ever 


been Siamese twins. Always the 
backbone of a nation has been 
its God-fearing, righteously-living 
citizens. 
Instinctively, the. state 


turns to the church in all hours 
of national crisis. We may not 
ordinarily 
formulate 
the 
three 


loyalties, but all. clear thinking 
persons naturally accept 
them. 


Loyalty to God, to home and to 
country are the trinity that rules 
civilization. 
Nations That Lead The World. 
A peep into history is revealing 


right here. Which are the na- 
tions that have led the world in 
the Past two thousand years? Are 
they not the definitely Bible-read- 
ing, 
Christian 
nations? Pagan 


2>owers have from 'time to time 
swept like a locust swarm over 
large areas of the 
earth; 
but 


their permanent impress has been 
slight. What we call civilization, 
with all its gifts of law, learning, 
invention, exploration and order- 
ly government, has been definite- 
ly derived from the peoples who 
have openly professed allegiance 
to God. The benefits of liberty 
and 
justice 
and 
brotherhood 


which mankind today enjoys are 
clearly traceable 
to the 
spread 


of avowedly Christian civilization. 
This is 
a 
tremendous 
truth, 


worthy of careful thought. 


Not everybody is alert to the 


contrasting truth that the pres- 
ent menace to the world is defi- 
nitely anti-Christian. I allude not 
merely to the essential atheism 
of Russian communism; not yet 
to the paganism that is lifting 
its head so arrogantly in Ger- 
many; nor even to the heathen 
qualities in Japan's ideals and 
policies.

The asserted intent behind 
that enactment was protec- 
tion against those seeking 
to cheat the government put 
of a portion of its levies.

legislation. Second thoughts, 
however, are bringing into 
existence very substantial 
objections to this particular 
form of publicity. Not the 
least of these is that such 
publicity opens the way for 
additional activities by un- 
conscionable racketeers of 
one sort or another. 
And 


that is a really acute dan- 
ger which needs no detail- 
ed presentation to make it 
obvious.

"I am proud to have been the 
first governor of Texas to appoint 
the state's first woman district 
Judge," the governor said.

Mrs. Hughes would complete the 


term of Judge W. M. Taylor ele- 
vated recently to 
the 
supreme 


court commission of appeals. 
Modest but unyielding in legis- 


lative battles, Mrs. Hughes calm- 
ly outlined to a house committee 
a scries of land bills as the sen- 
ate debated her apointnvnt. The 
legislation spotlighted Mrs. Hughes 
four years ago in her- first legis- 
lative session. 


She directed militant opposition 
to bills to relinquish to West Tex- 
as purchases or valuable state oil 
land all the bonus from mineral 
development.

IN NAVARRO COUNTY 


TO UNDERGO TESTS 


COUNTY, STATE AND FED- 
ERAL GOVERNMENTS HAVE 
PART TUBERCULOSIS TESTS 


Navarro county cattle, both beef 


and dairy, will be tested for tu- 
berculosis by the county, state 
and 
federal 
governments 
this 
summer, according to an order 
passed 
by 
the 
commissioners' 


court Monday afternoon following 
a conference of cattle-owners held 
in the county courtroom Monday 
afternoon at 2 o'clock when Dr. 
J. L. Noyes, bureau of animal 
husbandry, department of agri- 
culture, Fort Worth, addressed 
the meeting. 
Dr. Noyes explained the pro- 


cedure carried out in the tubercu- 
lar testing and said that no cost 
to the owners was sustained. He 
said that veterinaries were sent 
into a county adopting the work 
and the reactionary animals were 
sent to the packing 
establish- 


ments and the government paid 
two-thirds of the difference 
of 


the 
appraised 
value 
and 
the 
money received at the packing 
houses up to $20 on grade cat- 
tle and to $50 on purebred or 
registered cattle. 


Make Follow-Up Tests. 
After 
a herd shows 
infected 


cattle, 
the 
government 
veteri- 


naries 
return 
within 
sixty 
to 


ninety days and make 
another 


test. 
The commissioners' court agreed 


to furnish the ear tags, oil chalk, 
24 lariat ropes, 15 road maps, of- 
fice space and typewriter. 
The owners of the cattle are 


required to pen the cattle to be 
tested and aid the governmental 
representatives. Dr. Noyes point- 
ed out that the two reasons for 
the survey were: 
1. To protect the public health. 
2. To protect the livestock in- 
dustry as cattle from non-tested 
areas are discriminated against 
unless they are tested. 
It was pointed out that no one 


Is forced to participate in 
the 


testing campaign, but if a person 
refuses, he cannot move his cat- 
tle until they are tested at his 
(the 
owner's) expense. 
If stock 


are shipped now, the owner must 
have the cattle tested before they 
are allowed to be sent into many 
sections of the country. 


Many Counties Clear 
Dr. Noyes said that 62.9 pel- 


cent of the counties in the United 
States were clean in tubercular 
tests. There are 46 counties in 
Texas clean at the present time 
and work is being done in ten 
counties. He said that the work 
in Navarro county would likely 
begin about June. 
Steers are not tested, only milk 


and breeding animals being in- 
cluded. 
Those present voted unanimous- 


ly in favor of the proposal and 
asked the court to take the nec- 
essary steps. 
M. Smotherman, local veteri- 
narian, stated that within tho last 
ten vears there had been 90 cows 
founS with 
tuberculosis 
indica- 
tion in the vicinity of Corsicana. 
Dr. Noyes was asked relative 


to a campaign against Bang's dis- 
ease and a number present said 
they were interested in such a 
procedure. The doctor said this 
disease was prevalent in many 
sections of the county. It is not 
carried on in the department of 
work in which he is connected, 
but the federal government does 
the work in from 25 to 35 herds 
within a county desiring the tests 
and survey after the owner* sign 
up agreements.

informed the wheel had slipped 
out of his hands," he went on. 
"The ship began to take a bow- 
up inclination and rose. -Appar- 
ently the elevator man did 
not 


have control. 
Immediately I re- 


ceived a report from the aft that 
Number 1 cell (one of the 12 hel- 
ium gas cells which kept the 
craft aloft in midair) was gone." 


Then the Macon rose rapidly 


to 4,600 feet, her nose sticking 
at a sharp angle above the stern, 
and sank slowly toward the ocean 
aa the crew devalved the forward 
gas chambers and threw ballast 
overboard from the stern in an 
attempt to right the 
lurching 


ship. 


As she landed heavily on her 


stern, sailors and officers 
slid 


down 
ropes that 
burned their 


hands and legs or dived into the 
heavy swells. 
Twenty two men 


who had gone forward as a fu- 
tile ballast, slid down "a hor- 
ribly long" 125 feet of rope from 
the nose to the water. Each car- 
ried a flashlight, making the de- 
scent column look like a parade 
of 
fireflies. 


Action* Heroic. 
Men swam through the flame 


where flares had ignited oil and 
gasoline. Others rescued compan- 
ions whose 
lifebelts 
weer 
lost 


or broken in long leaps into the 
sea. 


Under the gleam of searchlights 


three cruisers 
picked them up 


from half an hour to an hour af- 
ter they had abandoned ship. 


Many spoke of the heroism of 


Ernest Datley, radio operator who 
stuck to his post to the last, and 
apparently was killed when he 
landed in his back after a leap 
of from 60 to 125 feet,

dium between permanent and tem- 
porary legislation. 
The bill would 


extend the recovery act, with al- 
terations, for two more years but 
it also contains a provision per- 
mitting the law to become per- 
manent unless congress decides 
to alter it -at the end of the 
two-year period. 


An attempt has been made, it 


was said, to clarify the anti-trust 
provisions through a specific state- 
ment of what may or may not 
be done in the -way of co-opera- 
tion under codes. This is regard- 
ed as an atetempt to meet crit- 
icisms that NRA 
has 
fostered 


monopoly. 


The new proposal also would 


"require" the President to im- 
pose hour and wage provisions in 
cases where industries submitted 
codes in which the 
wage-hour 


clauses were inadequate.

the present law he may take such 
action, but it is not mandatory.

salaries effective April 1 was ap- 
proved today by President Roose- 
velt, but he gave notice that con- 
gress must provide revenue to 
meet this and any other increases 
in the regular budget.

of the original fifteen per cent 
cut. in government 
salaries on 
April 1, instead of July 1 as he 
recommended, would cost the gov- 
ernment' $16,000,000. 


"It should be noted," he added, 
"that this sum was not contained 
in the budget estimates and that 
consideration should properly be 
given to methods by which gov- 
ernment revenues can be increas- 
ed to meet this and any other 
new appropriations 
which

to throw the regular budget out 
of balance." 


This declaration in a written 
statement given out at the white 
house was regarded as additional 
notice to congress* that if 
cash 


payment of the bonus is allowed 
funds must be provided to pay 
for it. 
No provision was made 


in the administration's budget for 
the bonus payment.

Week Feb. 12-22nd 


The following concerning Na- 


tional Defense Week has been 
handed this paper with a request 
for publication: 
It is doubtful if more than a 


very small 
percentage 
of our 


American people know that Feb. 
12, Lincoln's Birthday, to Feb. 22, 
Washington's Birthday, has been 
designated as "National Defense 
Week." 
That these dates should be chos- 
en is very fitting. Both these men 
were leaders during our greatest 
war times, both these men believ- 
ed in peace, but believed that the 
best assurance of peace was pre- 
paredness. 
No nation bv being 
unprepared, has ever averted 
a 
crisis, or warded off aggression. 
Armies and navies, in being, and 
known to be effective, give weight 
to the peaceful words of states- 
men, 
but hasty effort to create 


them when once a crisis is Immi- 
nent, simply provokes immediate 
attack. 


By 'being unprepared for our 
last war, we lost thousands of un- 
necessary lives and millions of 
dollars. This is not economy. Be- 
ing adequately prepared is econ- 
omy. 
The following facts in re- 
gard to our military 
standing 


should be known to the American 
people: 
The legal enlisted strength of 
our regular army is limited to 
280,000 men, however, because of 
low appropriations 
by congress, 


we have today 118,750, only 42 pel- 
cent of those authorized. 


Our defense act of 1920 provides 


for 17,726 officers, whereas there 
are today 11,689, only 66 per cent 
of those authorized. 
It provides 


for a national guard of 425,000 of- 
ficers and enlisted men. 
There 
are today 175,000, or only 41 per 
cent of the authorized strength. 


A study of military tactics will 
show that the modern armv will 
only win great battles when it has 
air superiority. 
Our army 
air 
corps is not only short in person- 
nel, but possesses only 42 per cent 
of the minimum requirements In 
combat planes. 


By failure to build to treaty 
strength, our navy is only 60 per 
cent of the tonnage of underage 
and modern vessels authorized by 
Washington and London treaty. 


Among the nations of the world 


America ranks 18th in army 
standing, fourth in air power and 
second in navy, and much of this 
out of date vessels. 


National Defense Week is spon- 


sored by the Reserve Officers' As- 
sociation, whose objective is "A 
legal limit army, a navy second 
to none, each with component air 
forces to meet modern needs." By 
"navy second to none" we mean 
equal to any other, not greater 
than any other. 


We ask the citizens of our dis-

THAT GOVERNMENT MAY 


KNQW UNEMPLOYED

A German-American machinist 


came to one of the offices of the 
United States employment service 
recently and said: "Maybe 
you 


can't get me a job right away, 
but the government would like to 
know I was out 
of 
work, 
I 


thought. If men out 
of 
jobs 


don't register, the 
government 


don't know how many of us .have 
got no work, and how can they 
do something about it?" 


In Germany, England, and In 


ether European countries where 
systems of unemployment insur- 
ance are in operation, a man or 
woman automatically registers at 
a public employment 
office 
as 


soon as they are out of work. 
They have to do so In order to 
claim their unemployment-insur- 
ance benefits. 


Between July 1, 1933, and Sep- 


tember 30, 1934, 13,679,000 
men 
and women in this country came, 
as did the German machinist, to 
file 
their 
applications 
fpr 
em- 


ployment at offices of the' United 
States employment service. These 
applicants were men and women 
from all occupations—skilled and 
unskilled, commercial 
and pro- 


fessional, domestic servants, farm 
laborers. 
Organized 
and 
unor- 


ganized workers have made use 
of the employment service. Dur- 
ing these 15 months, ,7,835,000 jobs 
were 
secured 
for 
unemployed 


workers by the employment ser- 
vice. 'Register of Unemployed. 
The fact, however, that thirteen 


and one-half million men and wo- 
men applied to public employment 
offices during this period 
does 


not mean that there Is, in the 
United States, an incentive for 
all unemployed to register at the 
employment 
service 
comparable 


to that prevailing under the un- 
employment-insurance schemes of 
European countries. Only during 
the period of 
registration 
for 


CWA jobs last winter was there 
an approach to universal regis- 
tration In this country. But we 
do now have a more complete 
register of the unemployed than 
has ever been 'available before. 


After registration, one 
more 
thing Is required in order that 
a worker may obtain the 'advan- 
tages of this free employment ser- 
vice. | He must keep his applica- 
tion active. Thai; is, he must let 
the (employment office know at 
pericjdio intervals that he 
still 


•wants assistance in finding work. 
He can do this by calling at the 
office each month. 
It is neces- 
sary that employment applications 
fbe kept active in "order that em- 
ployment offices may fill requests 
'lor workers promptly. If an em- 
er calls for a carpenter, he

heavy burden, and unemployment 
Is the worst form of insecurity. 
The nation's energies are being 
devoted to reducing and to over- 
coming unemployment. The em- 
ployment service Is one unit in 
the attack. It is not the whale 
battery, but it is certainly on the 
front line of action.
